Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 


Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  and  milk  continues  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  J.H.  McCoy. 
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Housing 


Discretionary  and  Standard  G-rants  ; During  the  year  17  Discretionary 
G-rants  and  2 Standard  Grants  were  approved  by  the  Council,  and  payment 
was  authorised  on  completion  of  works  for  23  Discretionary  Grants  and 
8 Standard  Grants. 

Thirty  six  ne?/  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year,  and  in  the 
same  period  four  dwellings  T>rere  demolished  in  accordance  with  Housing 
Act  procedure. 

Slum  Clearance ; A survev  of  unfit  dwellings  is  to  be  undertaken  during 
1962  as  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  complete  this  task  by  the  end  of  1962. 


Sev/age  Disposal 


Hunmanby ; The  Vinrk  on  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  has 
continued  during  the  year.  The  expected  date  of  completion  is 
October,  1962.  The  separation  of  surface  XTater  from  sewage  has  been 
largely  effected  and  the  main  stream  into  vAich  the  storm  water  overflow 
at  the  sewage  works  discharges  is  no  longer  contaminated,  a result  pleasing- 
alike  to  the  inhabitants  and  the  River  Board.  V/hen  completed  the 
capacity  of  these  Vvorks  will  be  doubled.  Their  design  is  straightforv/ard 
and  therefore,  unlike  a more  complex  automated  and  more  costly  plant  will 
require  considerable  maintenance. 

Skipsea;  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  unsatisfactory  sewage  disposal 
in  this  area,  as  in  my  Report  for  I96O . The  scheme  for  dealing  vvith 
this  sewage  problem  is  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 

Northern  iirea;  This  comprises  the  villages  of  Reighton,  Speeton,  Muston, 
Rolkton  8,nd  Rlixton.  The  Council  has  instructed  its  Civil  Engineer  to 
prepare  a sewage  scheme  for  this  area. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Refuse  collection  continues  fortnightly  from  all  parishes  and  from 
caravan  sites. 

On  15th  December,  I96I,  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  'Pakamatic'  refuse 
collection  vehicle  came  into  use.  It  is  an  impressive  machine  and  should 
cope  with  the  ever  increasing  mass  of  refuse. 

The  amount  of  refuse  seems  to  be  an  "index  of  affluence"  in  a society. 


Caravan  Sites 


There  are  approximately  3,100  caravans  and  500  temporary  dv/ellings 
in  our  District  and  pose  a challenge  to  the  Council  and  its  Public 
Health  Officials.  Fortunately  the  co-operation  betv/een  the  owners  of 
of  these  sites  and  the  Public  Health  Officials  is  very  good.  V/ithout 
this  co-operation,  the  necessary  standard  of  hygiene  could  not  be 
maintained. 


Meat  Inspection 


There  is  lOC^  meat  inspection.  The  quality  of  meat  is  second  to 
none,  and  on  this  score,  the  survival  of  the  small  scale  butcher  is  fully 
justified.

SEVJEPulGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
(a)  Works  and  Plant  General; 

Increasing  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  this  Council  by  the  River 
Beards  and  other  drainage  authorities  to  improve  standards  of  maintenance 
at  sewage  disposal  v/orks.  It  was  reported  early  in  the  year  that  complaints 
of  bad  conditions,  at  the  outfall  to  sewage  works  and  stormwater  overflows 
were  becoming  more  persistent  and  more  frequent. 

Provision  was  made  by  the  Council,  by  engaging  one  additional  man, 
to  give  improved  maintenance  on  the  Council's  sewerage  lines  and  at  se?/age 
disposal  works.  In  engaging  more  labour  the  Council  took  the  strain  from 
other  services  and  allowed  a more  liberal  use  of  staff  to  the  benefit  of  all 
services.  The  one  additional  man  is  not  a complete  answer  to  the  Council's 
problems . 

Overhaul  of  the  two  pimaps  at  Silex  Bay  Pumping  Station,  Flamborough 
was  undertaken  during  this  year  - the  pumping  station  itself  was  improved 
by  carrying  out  works  to  the  structure  to  prevent  penetration  of  dampness 
into  the  building. 
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The  sevi'er  serving  Thornwick  Estate,  North  Landing,  Flamborough,  was 
extended  to  join  the  main  sewer  for  this  area.  For  eleven  years 
the  sewer  had  discharged  as  an  'bpen  end"  in  a field  adjoining  the  main  road... 
Pitch  fibre  pipes  vvere  used  to  make  this  connection-  these  pipes  are  being 
used  T/idely  throughout  the  country,  as  a nevir  material  they  are  cheap  and  easy 
to  use. 


Land  was  purchased  at  Bempton  to  provide  a hard  access  to  the  sewage 
works.  This  step  is  part  of  the  programme  undertaken  by  the  Council  to 
provide  more  satisfactory  maintenance  at  sewage  works,,  Plans  for  a hardcore 
and  ash  road  will  be  implemented  during  1962. 


(b) 


'Works ; 


The  T7ork  of  partial  separation  of  surface  water  from  the  system  of  sewers 
at  Hunmanby  progressed  satisfactorily.  The  new  settlement  tanks,  rotating 
filters  and  humus  tanks  were  in  use  before  the  end  of  the  year,  ¥ork  not 
yet  completed  on  this  contract  is  mainly  associated  with  house  connections. 

At  times  it  seems  the  work  goes  ahead  slowly,  bad  weather  conditions  and 
difficult  ground  conditions  have  been  responsible  for  this.  The  standard  of 
work  is  good. 


Disposal  of  sewage  sludge  still  continues  to  be  a problem.  Discharge 
to  "open  sites"  brings  objection  from  adjoining  property  owners  and  passers-by. 
For  the  time  being  there  is  no  alterno,tive  to  this  method  that  can  be  undertaken 
economically. 

The  cesspool’  emptying  machine  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  During 
1961,  owing  to  shortage  of  staff,  delay  was  experienced  by  people  requesting  the 
use  of  the  machine, mainly  during  the  summer  season.  The  machine  T^ras  engaged 
on  Council  work  and  on  private  contract,  just  under  half  a million  gallons  of 
sludge  were  disposed  of  by  this  machine . 

(d)  Nightsoil  Collection; 

This  service  offered  in  two  villages  only,  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby,  has 
been  considerably  reduced 'over  the  Ifest  ten  years,  , and, now'serves- only  a ^ 
handful  of  properties,-  ’■■-At  Fl.omborough  7 properties  a,re  served  andvat 
Hunmnnb;  11  p r op  e rt  fe  s are  'served. 

Hunmanby  presents  little  problem  now  that  the  capital  v/orks  contract  is 
almost  complete  and  it  is  anticipated  tha,t  as  this  work  goes  forward  the  work 
of  conversion  of  the  eleven  properties  still  with  pail  closets  will  go  ahead. 

(e)  Pollution  of_  Pitchy : 

Sewage  contamination  of  ditches  continues  to  present  a problem  although 
in  formulating  policy  to  sewer  the  District  the  Council  enables  riparian 
owners  and  occupiers  affected  to  take  a more  tolerant  view  of  the  practice 
of  discharging  untreated  sewage  in  tnis  way.  The  final  solution  is  to  sewer 
the  villages  and  to  treat  the  sewage,  interim  measures  are  a compromise 
between  riparian  owners  and  occupiers  and  the  Council.  Popular  opinion 
places  the  whole  responsibility  for  maintenance  of  contaminated  ditches  on 
the  Council,  riparian  ov/ners  and  occupiers  have  a responsibility  for  normal 
maintenance  and  so  there  is  joint  liability,  once  this  principle  is  accepted, 
negotiation  is  easy. 

(f)  Flood  Prevention  Works ; 

During  I96I  the  highway  at  Burton  Fleming  was  flooded  and  impassable 
to  vehicles  for  three  months.  At  times  the  flooding  was  greater  than 
12  inches  deep.  This  Council  received  numerous  complaints  and  as  a result 
undertook  to  carry  out  flood  prevention  works  during  1962. 

Similar  works  are  envisaged  in  a ditch  north  of  Flixton  discharging  to 
the  River  Hertford.  Complaints  in  this  case  were  made  concerning  the 
quantity  of  sludge  and  decaying  vegetable  matter  in  the  ditch. 
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BEFUSE  COLLECTION  DISPOS.'iL 

( 9-)  Refuse  Collection : 

Each  fortnight  refuse  is  collected  over  a defined  area  of  the  District, 
which  comprises  the  villages  but  excludes  outlying  properties.  Reasons  for 
exclusion  are  generally  because  properties  are  inaccessible  to  heavy  vehicles 
or  on  economic  grounds. 

Caravan  sites  and  holiday  dwellings  are  serviced  fortnightly.  Provision 
is  made  for  additional  collections  as  necessary  from  holiday  sites,  to  prevent 
risk  to  health. 

The  introduction  of  a lf2  hour  week  for  the  ?;orkmen  engaged  on  refuse 
collection  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  number  of  hours  worked  on  overtime 
during  the  summer  period.  The  service  during  I96I  V7as  stretched  to  the 
limit  and  mechanical  failure  resulted  on  a number  of  occasions  in  complete 
breakdown  of  the  collection  service. 

This  difficulty  was  met  by  the  Council’s  decision  to  purchase  a large 
capacity  refuse  collection  vehicle.  Delivery  ?/as  made  too  late  in  the  year 
for  it  to  ta,ke  part  in  collection  from  caravan  sites  but  the  vehicle  showed 
its  value  very  ee^rly  by  cutting  out  a great  number  of  journeys  to  tipping 
sites.  Less  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  this  heavy  vehicle  on  the 
refuse  tips  than  was  anticipated, 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal; 

Suitable  tipping  sites  are  difficult  to  find.  Those  offered  are 
generally  of  insufficient  size  to  v/arrant  expenditure  in  preparation,  or 
inaccessible  because  of  the  distance  involved  in  travelling  from  the  normaJL 
route  of  the  refuse  vehicle  or,  as  in  some  cases  where  a tipping  site  may  be  of 
sufficient  size  and  in  a suitable  position  it  is  precluded  from  use  by  being 
on  the  chalk  strata. 

None  of  the  tipping  sites  used  are  ovmed  by  the  Council,  generally 
speaking  they  are  either  owned  by  the  Parish  Council  or  private  landowners 
who  allow  the  Council  to  tip  under  licence. 

Indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  causes  much  trouble,  the  ’’dumpers" 
often  set  fire  to  refuse  and  the  Council  take  the  blame.

FOOD  IND  mill  INSPECTION 

iill  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  were  inspected 
on  notification.  Of  the  three  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the 
District  only  two  applied  for  renev/al  of  licence.  The  closure  of  the 
slaughterhouse  at  Rudston  was  brought  about  by  the  higher  standards  required 
by  new  legislation. 

The  slaughterhouses  at  Hunmanby  and  Burton  Fleming  were  both  enlarged 
and  modernised.  Stunning  pens  viere  provided,  separate  rooms  were  provided 
for  the  emptying  of  intestines,  the  standard  of  lighting  was  improved, 
provision  was  made  for  sterilising  equipment,  handwashing  facilities  were 
made  available  for  operatives,  impervious  wall  surfaces  and  other  improvements 
to  sanitary  conditions  were  all  part  of  the  redevelopment  and  modernisation 
of  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.

ClIdiV-lNS  ;J1D  HOLIDAY  SITES 


Site  Licence  Conditions  were  draTm  up  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  Care  was  taken 
to  give  consideration  to  the  problems  facing  site  occupiers.  Vfithin  the 
limits  of  the  legislation  as  presented  it  is  considered  that  this  Council 
does  not  strive  to  apply  standards  too  rigidly  and  local  conditions  are  not 
ignored . 

Conditions  on  the  caravan  sites  continue  to  improve,  the  main  stimulus 
being  the  new  legislation. 


ICE  CREAM 

No  authority  was  given  for  ice  cream  to  be  manufactured  in  the  District . 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 

Complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  v/ith  as  they  arose:  notices  requiring 
compliance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  when  necessary,  all  notices 
served  were  informal  notices. 


HOUSIN&  ACTS 

One  clearance  area,  under  an  Order  made  in  1936  was  demolished  at  Ulrome, 
a clearance  area,  under  an  Order  made  in  1956  was  demolished  at  Bempton. 
Redevelopment  has  taken  place  on  the  site  at  Bempton,  two  Council  bungalows 
now  occupy  the  site. 

Normal  action  was  taken  to  render  a cottage  fit  for  human  habitation 
at  Fraisthorpe.  Known  as  Rose  Cottage,  this  house  had  been  occupied  by 
the  same  tenant  for  more  than  forty  years,  the  owner  had  consistently  refused 
to  make  the  property  fit  within  the  meaning  of  Section  A of  the  Housing  lict, 
1957.  The  cottage  has  now  been  brought  to  the  required  standard. 

FACTORIES  ACTS. 


Routine  visits  were  made  to  factories  in  the  District  and  action  was 
taken  as  a result  of  notices  served  by  the  Factories  Inspector  for  the 
provision  and  maintenance  of  sanitary  accommodation.
